Roses  with  wonderfully  fragrant  blossoms  are 
among  the  choicest  treasures  of  our  gardens,  and 
no  home  grounds  are  complete  without  them. 

Although  easily  transplanted,  failure  often  re- 
sults through  neglect  when  planting.  Care  must 
be  exercised  at  this  time.  Best  results  are  had  by 
soaking  plants  for  24  hours  or  burying  completely 
in  moist  soil  for  three  days  before  setting  out. 
Never  fail  to  prune  roses  back  when  planting. 

Many  beautiful  varieties  which  succeed  well  in 
milder  sections  will  not  stand  the  severity  of  our 
northern  climates,  and  on  that  account  the  se- 
lection of  sorts  is  of  vital  importance.  For  gen- 
eral planting  the  following  varieties  listed  are  best  adapted.  Roses  do  best  in 
a well-drained,  good  garden  soil  with  a sunny  situation. 

A safe  guide  for  pruning  roses  is  to  cut  them  back  about  one-half  the  previous 
year’s  growth.  Do  this  in  the  early  spring  before  they  have  started  to  make  a 
growth.  As  the  plants  bloom,  get  the  full  benefit  and  enjoyment  of  the  flowers, 
by  cutting  them  off.  The  more  you  cut  them,  the  more  flowers  you  will  have.
